An Editorial | 


If anybody in Edmonton has failed to realize that the 
money barons of Canada are in a state of alarm at the 
popular revolt against unpayable interest rates, the local 
exponent of “sound money” and “sacred” money contracts 
supplies the evidence, in an editorial entitled, “A 5-Point 
Program for Edmonton in Relation to Civic Financing.” 


The argument is that Christmas business in Edmonton | 
Stores was better than it was last year; wherefore Edmon- 
ton taxpayers can pay if they want to; wherefore they 
should be made to pay; and some time “a little later” coun- 
cil might take up the matter of inviting holders of certain 
selected bond-issues to be good enough to turn these in and 
accept bonds bearing a lower rate of interest. 


The program suggested is this: 


1. A reduced mill rate for 1935 to be set by council 
immediately. (How far reduced not stated.) 


2, An objective of $1,000,000 in prepaid taxes to be 
paid in by Jan. 15th, (Later on, under stress.of growing | 
excitement, the figure is raised to $1,500,000.) 


3. A big drive, sponsored by all the ballyhoo artists in | 
town, to induce the payment of tax arrears. (The Journal | 
Says many of those 4200 house-holdérs whose homes are 
i, arrears could pay if they wanted to.) 


4. The purchase of Edmonton bonds by Edmonton 
citizens, ‘What they would use for money not stated.) 


5. A littleJater, an effort to refund, at a lower rate, on 
a voluntary bass, selected issues of outstanding bonds. 
(Without of cour& the employment of any sort of legal 
pressure if the voluhsary refunding appeal failed to pro- 
duce results.) 


What all this amounts \3 is an appeal to the city coun- 
cil to please do nothing drastic to bring about relief for 
Edmonton taxpayer's.

“sound money” and high protection, 

Dissatisfaction is like a disease that grows 
and spreads. In British Columbia where the 
armies of the unburied dead rebelled against 
the provincial government when they should 
have been singing Christmas carols about 
“Peace on earth, good-will among men,” the 
government itself became rebellious at having 
the western province treated as a colonial pos- 
session of eastern Canada. 

It showed anger at being treated as a dump- 
ing-ground for sweat-labor canned goods trom 
Quebec, which compete in the B. C. market 
against B, C. canned goods produced under 
minimum wage law and Factory Act conditions. 

The B. C.,premier issued a statement show- 
ing that Quebec last year sold $90,000,000 more 
goods to B. C. than it purchased from B.C, He 
seems to think there's something wrong with 
a Confederation arrangement which permits a 
province with a depressed living standard and 
sweated labor, and that refuses to enact widows’ 
and old age pensions and makes a dead letter 
of its minimum wage law, to invade and lay 
waste the advanced living standards of the coast 
province. 

Taken by and large, the political weather 
probabijlities for early 1935 point to “unsettled 
with local thunderstorms.” We'll be lucky— 
or will we be—if the storms don't sweep over 
the Dominion with hurricane force before the 
coming year is far advanced. 


To return to the claims of the men in the 
rest camps. The men know that Canada is in 
great need of works. I could in five minutes 
outline a series of public works that urgently 
are needed, and which could utilize the labor 
of every man in every rest camp in the Dom- 
inion. 

Let's do it now! First of all is needed a high- 
Way across the barrens which divide Canada 
north of the Great Lakes. At present motor- 
ists must detour for a thousand miles or more 
through a foreign country to get from western 
to eastern Canada. 

The city of Regina requires a water supply 
from the Saskatchewan river to protect it from 
the danger that its artesian wells may without 
notice cease flowing, leaving Regina and Moose 
Jaw in the same predicament as the parched- 
up rural areas which surround them. 


Alberta needs a road cut through from Jas- 
per to Revelstoke so that motorists and others 
may cross from one province to the other with- 
out having to detour through a foreign country. 
The Peace River district requires a motor or 
railroad through to the coast. 

sh Columbia needs a great stone break- 
water built out for eight or more miles from 
the mouth of the Fraser river into the Gulf of 
Georgia past the Sandheads—and a few other 
things. 

When these are done I'l] gladly take another 
five minutes and map out another five years’ 
program 


How about wages? A professional engineer 
who has superintended three of the bigger 
camps and who was my guest at Christmas, says 
that the government could not only pay wages, 
but could save money by doing s0.

How about “sound money” and the credit 
of the nation? Any schoolboy knows the answer. 
We might have had al] these great and needed 
public improvements as assets on the national 
ledger to balance the monies expended had a 
“work and wages” program been in force, in- 
stead of bands of rebellious, angered men, 
threatening imischief.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. F. W. writes: “What is 
the cause of varicose veins and what treatment 
do you recommend for varicose ulcers?” 


ANSWER —I find that the best treatment for 
varicose veins is to reduce them by fasting, 
dieting and physio-therapy treatments. Ex- 
cellent results may often be secured at home by 
the use of the ice treatment. This treatment is 
described in my article on Varicose Veins which 
I will be glad to send to you if you will write 
to me, enclosing a large, self-addressed en- 
velope. The ice will contract the walls of the 
veins. The cause of varicose veins is usually 
prolapsus which causes pressure on the veins 
coming out of the legs. If constipation is pre- 
sent, producing further pressure because of 
packed-up material, this must be considered a 
contributing cause. Such pressure slows down 
the circulation of blood in the veins and the 
valves then break down. It is very difficult 
to bring about a complete cure but the veins 
can be reduced to where the patient is comfort- 
able and they can be kept from getting worse. 
In treating varicose ulcers I recommend the 
ultra violet light applied directly to the spot. 
By fasting, dieting, abdominal manipulation, 
exercise, and treatment given to the area 
affected by the varicose ulcer, the ulcers can be 
healed and it is possible to give enough relief 
so that the patient will not be greatly troubled 
with varicose veins. 

QUESTION: “Pioneer” writes: “I would like 
to know about gravel present in the bladder.” 

ANSWER: By the term “gravel” is meant 
fine particles forming in either the kidneys or 
bladder. The treatment I suggest is similar to 
that given for kidney stones. I will be glad to 
send you the article on Kidney Stones, or one 
called Kidney and Bladder Stones together 
with a diet to follow if you will write to me, 
enclosing one large, self-addressed envelope 
and adding 6 cents in stamps to help for mail- 
ing. I would also advise that you avoid foods 


containing sufficient oxalic acid to be irritating 


where there is a tendency to gravel formation 
These foods are: cocoa, tea, pepper, spinach and 
rhubarb

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1826 a proclam- 
ation was issued at York (Tor- 
onto), by Sir Peregrine Maitland 
authorizing the Canada Company 
to commence operations in Up- 
per Canada. The company had 
been organized in London in 1824 
by John Galt and others, and a 
royal charter was granted in 
London, August 19, 1626, “incor- 


porating a company of persons | 


under the name of the Canada 
Company for the purpose of pur-

others made the money; he had to 
sacrifice his fortune to meet debts 
accumulated for the company 
and was thrown into a debtors’ 
prison, Yet in the end his name 
lived not only as author and col- 
onizer but as the founder of a 
great Canadian family, his sons 
including Sir Alexander T. Galt, 
the great Father of Confedera- 
tion, and the latter's sons were 
men who helped develop western 
Canada just as their grandfather 
hac opened up western Ontario.

Curic was given beer by a man 
at whose place he boarded. That 
he was a member of the “family” 
was one peint submitted by the 
defense, That the Liquor Con- 
trol Act of Ontario did not apply 
to home brew made acgording to 
regulations of the Dominion Ex- 
cise Act was another point, 


The judgment of Mazistrate 
Arnold would seem in effect to 
indicate that manufacture of 
home brew is provided for by 
the Excise Act but noi the drink- 
ing of it, although the mazis rate
